A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on April 4, 1968, that on 
that night, following the assassination of Martin Luther King, 
Jr., President of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC^N^^nley Lev Ison and Harry Wachtel and Stanley Lev is on 
and Ha rr^^ el a font e held several discussions on what they should 
do. Tt was IhTtially agreed by Levlson and Wachtel that they 
should go to Memphis that night so they could be of assistance 
there. Wachtel told Levispn that he hachsbeerv-called by Bayard

Vachtel secured plane reservations for six persons 
to fly to Memphis the night of April 4, 1968. Wachtel felt that 
he and his wife« Stanley Levison, Clarence Jones, Harry Belafo^te 
and possibly Bayard Rustin would make the trip.MT ^ 

Levison preferred not to have Rustin present at any 
meeting they might have (In Memphis) because he believed the 
rest of the (SCLC) staff would feel hostile. 

Thereafter, Levison and Wachtel began to doubt the 
wisdom of going to Memphis that night since they could not 
hold any important discussions or make any important decisions. 
Wachtel note^ that the most Important thing they would try 
to do isN;^y to have violence in King *8 name. He indicated^ 

that AndrewKyoung, Executive Vice President of the SCLC, has-

On April 5f 1968 , the same source learned that 
Andrew Young contacted Stanley Levison on that date. They 
discussed King's successor and agreed that Ralph (Abernathy, 
an SCLC official) was the only logical choice. Toung stated 
that they were going to call a press conference on the morning 
of April 5^ 1968 , "To sort of straighten things out" and to 
announce the establishment of the Martin Luther King Fund to 
perpetuate his memory.

Martin Luther Kin g , , President, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, has advised that he will 
bring 3,000 of his followers to Washington, D, C,, In April, 

1968, to conduct a massive civil disobedience campaign in an 
effort to pressure Congress into passing legislation favorable 
to the Negro. King calls this the “Washington Spring Project** 
or the •*Poor People's Campaign.** 

On March 28, 1968, King led a march in Memphis, 
Tennessee, in support of the striking sanitation workers of 
that city. Shortly after the march started, a riot ensued 
and King fled down a side street and left the area. 

On March 29, 1968, King was in conference with his 
principal advisor, Stanley Levison, concerning the Memphis 
riot. King stated he was depressed by the riot and was 
considering calling off the ’’Washington Spring Project.” 

Levison advised King to continue his plans concerning the 
Washington march. Levison emphasized that King can state 
that the Washington march will differ from the Memohis inarch 
since King will have organized the Washington march and can 
stress the -importance of nonviolence,

This trip by the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING is to 
organize support for the poor people campaign to be held in 
Washington, D. C., on April 27, 1968. 

If the New Bern meeting is canceled by Reverend KING 
or the leadership there, KING will schedule a visit to Charlotte, 
North Carolina, on this same date. 

The March 26, 1968, edition of "The Charlotte Observer", 
a daily Charlotte, North Carolina, newspaper, contained a 
story which stated that MARTIN LUTHER KING and organized labor 
will support Dr. REGINALD A. HAWKINS, a Negro dentist from 
Charlotte, North Carolina, in his quest for the governorship of 
North Carolina. The story further relates HAWKINS and GOLDEN 
FRINKS, regional representative of the SCLC, announced Monday, 
March 25, 1968, that KING would make a one day tour of this state 
on April 4, 1968. He is scheduled to land in Charlotte around 
9 A.M. and then visit Durham, Greensboro, Rocky Mount and possibly 
New Bern before ending the trip with a dinner speech in Wilmington. 
FRINKS further stated . the newspaper article that if time 
permits, KING will visit Greenville, a slum area in Charlotte, 
before leaving for a ministers* conference. 

KING is then scheduled to have lunch in one of Durham*s 
poverty areas and then, FRINKS said, hold a "mock trial of the 
power structure" as poor people bring in grievances on welfare 
and bousing. 

KING is also scheduled to participate in a "Voter 
Registration march** at the election office in Rocky Mount and 
then go to Wilmington for a speech at the Williston High School 
auditorium.

During the latter part of November 1967 Reverend 
KING discussed with STARLET LEVISON the advisability of him 
accepting an Invitation to address the 100th Anniversary 
Celebration of the birth of DuBois to be held in ^ i-t 

Carnegie Hall, New York City, in February 1968. LEVISON. 
indicated he would look into this matter further before * 
advising Reverend KING. I 

The "Worker**, an East Coast Communist newspaper, 
on page three, of its March 3, 1968, edition reported that 
tribute was paid to Dr. W.E.B. DuBois on the evening of 
February 23, 1968, at Carnegie Hall. The article explained 
this event was organized by Freedomways in celebration of the 
lOOtb anniversary of the birth of DuBois whom it described as 
a "scholar, writer, teacher, organizer, and Communist". 
According to the article, Reverend KING delivered the address 
on this occasion. During bis address, he stated "It is time 
to cease muting the fact that Dr. DuBois was a genius and chose 
to be a Communist. Our irrational obsessive anti-communism 
has led us into too many quagmires——**. 


Re Operation of SCLC 





Special Agents of the FBI on April 25, 1967, 
observed Reverend KING accompanied by STANLEY LEVISON 
at 4:43 p* m. In the immediate vicinity of SCLC headquarters 
Reverend KING and LEVISON entered an automobile parked 
nearby which Reverend KING immediately drove away. 

At 5:50 p.m., April 25, 1967, Special Agents of 
the FBI observed Reverend KING accompanied by STANLEY 
LEVISON on the main concourse of the Atlanta Airport. 
LavISCRf proceeded to Eastern Airlines Flight #114 which he 
boarded. This flight departed at 6:15 p.m. en route 
New York City. 
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Reverend KING and ANDREW J. T0I3ING on February 18, 

1967, conferred with STANLEY LEVISON and CLEVEUND ROEU’SOK, 
Treasurer, District 65, Retail, Wholesale, and Dex>artae!it Store 
Union, AFL-CIO, as to Reverend KING'S role in the Peace Movement 
Reverend KING pointed out he was desirous of assuming a firm 
stand against the war in Viet Nam and becoming a leader in the 
Peace Movement. He noted, however, that the Peace Movement 
was attracting support from students and "white liberals". As 
a consequence. Reverend KING expressed apprehension as to SCLC 
losing an anticipated grant from the Ford J^undatlon s.^'ould it 
become involved with a "radical group". 

Reverend KING also mentioned that JAMES BEVEL had been 
seeking his support but he intended delaying any commitment to 
BEVEL until he discussed the matter during an SCLC Research 
Committee' meeting scheduled to be held in New York City March 6, 
1967 ^ 


YOUNG and ROBINSON expressed a desire for Reverend

The Sunday February 26, 1967, issue of ’The New 
York Times" on page one published an article entitled, "Dr. 
King Advocates Quitting Vletham". This article revealed 
that Reverend KING, United States Senatois EUGENE J, MC CARTHY 
(Minnesota), GEORGE MC GOVERN (South Dakota), and ERNEST 
GRUENING (Alaska) participated in a conference entitled 
"National Priorty No. 1; Redirecting American Power", 
on February 25, 1967, at Beverly Hills, California, conducted 
by "The Nation" magazine. 


According to this article, Reverend KING delivered 
the main speech of the day and contended that the United 
States failure to submit its case against the North Vietiiamese 
to the United Nations Security Council had "undermined the 
purpose of the UN, caused its effectiveness to atrophy, and 
placed our nation in the position of being morally and 
politically isolated". The United States activities in Viet 
Nam, Reverend KING said, amounted to "supporting a new form 
of colonialism covered up by certain niceties of complexities". 
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Reverend KING fu.*ther contended that the United 
States iihould get out of Viet Man and said '*the promises 
of the Great Society have been shot dovn on the battle 
field of Viet Nas. The pursuit of this widened war has 
narrowed dosestic welfare prograss^ asking the poor, white 
and Negroesf bear the heaviest burdens both at the front 
and at home. The recently revealed $10-billion ais-estiaate 
of the war budget alone is more than five tlaes the aaount 
coaaitted to the anti-poverty prograas. The security we 
profess to see in foreign adventures we will lose in our 
decaying cities," 


Reverend KING observed that the United StaV^^^s 
willing to sake the Negro a 100 percent citizen in warfare 
but reduces hia to 50 percent of a citizen on Aaerican soil. 



In concluding his reaarkSf Reverend KING was 
reported to have consented that the United States is currently 
aoving down a dead-end road that could lead to national disaster. 
He said, "It is tiae for all people of conscience to calf upon 
Aaerica to return to her true hoae of brotherhood and 
peaceful pursuits. Those of ua who love peace aust organize as 
effectively as the war hawks." He declared the United States

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots 
in the South where it began as the educational wing of the 
SCHW, organized in 1938 to work for economic and political 
reform. When the SCHW disbanded in the late 1940*s, SCEF 
continued as an independent organization, rallying support 
for integration and democracy and helping to stimulate and 
nurture new movements of the early 1960*8. The SCEF 
maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty years, but in 
1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky.

LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting of 
the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 

1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some 
influence in the SCEF.

A second source, who is fanlliar with sose phases 
of Cojnaunlst Party activity in the Hew Orleans area, advised 
on June 8, 1966, that during the tise that the SCHW was in 
existence sesbers of the Coasunist Party were aesbers of and 
worked actively in the SCHW; however, since the foraation of 
the SCEF, Coaaunist Party aeabers have not been encouraged 
to work in the SCEF. The source stated that the 8CEF is a 
progressive, liberal organization, which he considers a 
Coaaunist Party front organization because it has gone along with 
the CoBBunlst Party on certain issues, particularly on the 
racial issue. 

CARL BRADEN and ANNE BRADEN, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were Identified by ALBERTA 
AHEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted 
former member of the Coaaunist Party, on December 13, 1954, 
in her testimony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court in the 
prosecution of CARL BRADEN under a state sedition statute as 
aeabers of the Communist Party in Louisville, Kentucky, Trom 
January, 1951, to December, 1954. 

A third source advised Qn Hay 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
METERS, a Coaaunist Party functionary, expressed great admiration 
for CARL and ANNE BRADEN and the SCEF, with which they are 
affiliated, and expressed the view that the SCEF is the best 
organization in the South as far as doing effective work is 
concerned and that they have a better idea of what they are 
doing, where they are heading, and influence other organizations 
for the better. • 

The second source also advised on June 8, 1966, that 
many people who are officials and supporters of the SCEF, while 
liberal in their views, are by no means Coaaunists.

Levlson commented that if King were to be a 
candidate in the college poll he, Levison, could envision 
King polling a number of votes, along with Kennedy and McCarthy, 
which would result in President Johnson emerging the winner 
in the collegiate poll. Levlson pointed out that, in taking 
the position he suggested. King would be ’’blessing both 
McCart>w and Kennedy", and not making a choice yet between 
them. (pA 


King stated this is the position he has followed 
thus far, that both are good, competent men, committed to 
the principles they are concerned about. He added, however, 
that they should be realistic enough to see that, if there 
is any poss1J>ility of stopping President Johnson, it will 
be Kennedy 


Levison agreed, stating that many liberals are 
being sentimental and not very wise because Kennedy will have 
a tough ^ob in stopping President Johnson. He said it cannot 
be done "with a Galahad, like McCarthy’’. He added that he 
keeps pointing out that McCarthy was less progressive than 
Kennedy in the past. Levison agreed with King that McCarthy 
has not been as strong on civil rights as has Kennedy. isf) 

Levlson and King agreed that President Johnson 
has his greatest strength among the working class and among 
Negroes, that McCarthy has no strength among these groups, 
but that Kennedy does. They agreed also that Kennedy will 
split the Negro vote with Levison ad^ng that Kennedy also 
will split the working class vote./^jf^

get together. Levlson then criticised McCarthy's stubborness

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, learned on March 23* 1968, that on 
that date William Rutherford, (Executive Director, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference) (SCLC) was in contact with 
Stanley Levison. Levison told Rutherford that the question 
of finances is of concern to him and Rutherford agreed that 
they do not have the income to match their needs. He 
explained that as regards regular operations they have no 
problem but that their traveling bills are now double and

Levison stated that he Intended to be present at 
an executive meeting on March 23t 1968, to fight this attitude. 

Rutherford related that Martin Luther King Is 
concerned that recruiting (for the Poor People’s Campaign) is 
slow and that a new approach has been decided upon. He said 
that Hosea (Williams), Bernard (Lafayette), Jim Bevel, and 
Andy (Young), (all SCLC officials) are among the best recruiters 
and it is felt they should get out and recruit. Rutherford 
continued that there is a *'wing*' coining down from the Boston, 
Providence, New York area which would be handled by Andy (Young), 
a ’’wing" from the midwest encompassing Milwaukee, feetroit. 

Chicago and Cleveland to be handled by Jim Bevel, a "wing" 
from the South to be handled by Hosea (Williams) and that 
Bernard Lafayette would be in Washington, B.C. to coordinate 
the operation. Rutherford added that recruiting has been 
going well in the Nevi York City area and in Philadelphia. 

Levison said he would rather have one thousand good 
"troops” that can be housed together and mobilized effectively 
so they could be moved from place to place rathe^than have 
three thousand scattered all over Washington. 

Rutherford stated that they are going to set up a 
camp and Levison remarked that, if it is a camp he saw projected 
for one thousand (people), it will cost $ 31 > 000 , a figure that 
does not include labor, food and bedding. Levison asked where 
this money is to come from, noting that it is one thing to 
proceed on faith but to launch something this important Is 
another. He said this campaign will receive a great deal of 
publicity, leaving na margin for error, and that all the 
publicity could b^im the campaign floundering if they proceed 
on faith alone 

They discussed the possibility of getting the finances 
from labor unions with Levison stating there is no precedent for it.lfe

He said no labor union has ever donated more than $10,000 
except on one occasion. Levison said the only union he 


could see, which might give the money needed, is the United 
Automobile Workers (UAW) and that King would have to do this 


personally,. Rutherford commented that he raised the question
